Incidentally hd 
negotiated a new British commarcial treaty 
with China, which has bsen formally signed and 
is to becom effectiva one year from n xt Jan: 
uiry He is now on hié way back to England 
after span lirg nearly a year in the Orient, and 
while pissing throagh the United states he is 
apparently taking advantags of his visit to 
throw discredit on the wor accomplish d by 
Ganeral Sharret!s, the American tariff commis- 
sioner. But Sie Jam-s Mackay does not care 
to rasame any rosponsibility for the balittling 
of Sharretts’s service in the tariff readjastment, 
for while ho had miny things to say yesterday 
at the Palacs Hotel in contr.diction of state- 
ments mide by Suarretts npoa tho latter's re- 
{urn from China a few weeks ago, he was very 
muzh disinclined to bs quoted on the matter. 

When Goneral Sharretts arrived hera last 
month he told how the British commissioner 
had attempted to deprive him of a voice in the 
framing of the new tariff. how all the other 
thirteen commissioners voted almost as a unit in 
opposition t+ his owa vote whare Amer-c\u 
interests were oder cousiderstion, ant bow, 
single-hindsd, — he finally accomplisied 
yenerons recognition of Amsricau iuterests 
whereby the most importint American oxport 
commolities were admitted on terms that 
promis; much for the growth and development 
of American trado in China. Sir James 
Mackay would have it appear that this is all 
falsa. Grest Briain mads no attempt nor 
endeavoured to exercise any influence t) 
prevent the participation of the United S‘a‘es 
in the confsrencs over the Tariff revision. 
The Britis diplomt wonld li e it understood 
that he was instramental in bringing about 
the Comneil of all Powers; that the meetings 
of ths commissio.e:s were si nally fres from 
bickerings wud disputes; that at no tims 
was a ryote of the commissioners taken on 
any p:oposilion whatever: and tbat uoder the 
provisions of the protocol the revision of the 
tariff was simply a matt-r of book-keeping and 
cilenla'ion. A-l the meetings of the com- 
missioners were be'd in the wfc: of Sir James 
Mackiy in Shanghai, and Sir James Mackay 
presided over the deliberations of every meeting. 

“Tread the interviews with Gene-sl Sharretts 
shat were publishe:l upon his arrival here,” said 
‘hs British statesman, “aud to express it. 
mildly, I think there must bs some mistake 
about the whole business. I do not des'rs to 
become involved inauy controversy with General 
Sharretts, so 1 do not care to say any thiog 
more. I wason the most friendly terms w th 
himia Shanghai. When he left Shanghai he 
lsft ma his powers, a: d I was able to do hima 
good servic +, after which I forwa ded his powers 
to him. I am accordingly ata loss to under- 
stand why he should say anything oilonlated 
lo promote feelings of disc rd between Gaat 
Britain ani the Unit-d States.” 

When General Sharretts arrived here bo told 
how he had prevent:d the signature by China 
of the new commercial treaty negotiated by Sir 
James Mackay. This teres pea among -t 
other things, the abolition of ekin tax, which is 
a tax imposed on goods, imp rted and domestic, 
moving up the waterways of China, The 
lekin tax is largely a “ sqneess™ desigued 
for the benefit of the Chinese officials 
more than foc the beuefit of tho Chinese 
Government, and has dono much to st fis: 
trade with the joterisr markets of the 
Empire. Great Britain proposed in its treaty, 
in liea of the [chia charges, a surtax on imports 
th t would raise the imp rt duty from 5 per 
cant. as. provided in the protocal, to 10 per cent. 
Sbarretts was oppose! to th’s for the reason -

FIFTEEN FOOT TAIL-FBATHERS. 

A sign reading ‘ Restanorant Shop, European 
Nourishing Cakes,” enticed us to a stroll into 
the village until train time. On the way to 
tho placs of chief attraction, one of our party. 
who takes photographs and is a dsc'ple of 
Malthns in respect to others of that calling, 
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wag pleas:d to see, projecting from a doorway | 
in large letters, the words “ Photographer 
_ Executed,” and across the way the plice of a 
“ Headeutter” whercia the chief was dis- 
tinguished by a long white , own, of approved 
nightshirt pattern, his ass:stant being at ired ! 
only in a worn G-striug. The executed photo- 
gropher had I-ft in a showdtse a picture of a | 
rooster on a crossbar as high as tae ordin ry 
natiye-hodse, This perch liad been chose to 
exhibit the tail of the bird, which hung (o the 
ground. We learned that this was a photo- 
graph taken in the village, and were directed 
through several line-like streets to the h use 
of the own r. He pointed ont this treasure 
{o us, ina cage nailed against the side «of the 
honse, where wi.h the dezcending sun it had 
been put away to roost, its precious tail 
gathered in a roll “fod fastened in a bag. As 
darkness had-nut yet come the owner willingly 
took the bird, about the size of a Wyandotte, 
from the cage, and placing if on the gecund, 
removed the bag, loosened the rail, and let h‘s 
pet go clucking about the yard. : 
When trailing at its full length the tail 
looked as long as the owner of tho bird declared 
it to ba, fifteen feet. ‘here were not more 
thin half a dozea feathers of the extrema 
length, but quite a bunch trailed a vard or 
more, all of which, the owner said, would 
eve itually match tle largest. A frinze of soft 
body feathers c:ustered around the roots of the 
tail, but there was no indication in this bird 
that the body fringe woul develop into a skirt, 
as is said to occur at Tosa, cn the island of 
Shikoku, where the long-tailed fowl was first 
developed and where specialists yet devole their 
time to breeding it. In that soction the b'rd 
sits atl day on’a flat, narrow perch, being taken 
out only once in two days and allowed to walk 
about for half an henr,a man bolding the tail 
to prevent its becomiug torn or spiled. When 
washed, once or twice a mon-h, only wa m 
water ia used, and after that operat’on tho b rd 
is taken to'a roof, or some other high place, 
where a maa holds the tail until it dries. In 
moving one of the birds any long distince, the 
breedvr places it in a box about six inches 
square and nearly five feet long, with a gratig 
for air at the body end,-and a division to 
protect the tail, which is twis'ed as little as 


mybe . 

Tbe bird before us had no such hothouse cre 
or (reatmant. Its .woer said that he garo it 
as much outing as an ordinary fowl, takiug care 
only to keep it whore other cocks might not 
molest it. It looked sturdy aud active, and in 
good physical trim. Its cage was high and 
narrow, much after the reguiation pattern for 
sich fowls. ‘Ihe bo‘tem rested on the porch of 
the house. Arcund the sides was drawn a close 
cartain, leaving the top open for light and sir. 
A piece of bamboo was stretchel a little below 
the perch for the support of the tail, The affec- 
tion between owner and bird was thoroughly 
‘mutual. Not only would tke bird respond at 
the call of its name, but it bad strong fondniss 
for the house, where it moved about like one of 
the family, and clucked for notic3 as though 
accustomed to petting much of the time and 
unwilling to let inattention pass without 
protest. 

AME, 

In the restaurant shop signs adorned the 
walls to which the proprietor invited our notice, 
in token presumably that he was ready fo: 
foreign trade. One of them advertised “ most 
finest French koniak,” another dwelt on the 
virtues of ame, a translucent paste so unlike 
the usual native confection that the foreign 
prlste is at once attracted to the choicer varie- 
ties of it. Itis to be met in many forms, from 
the consistency of syrup to that of Jujube. A 
Japanese hosteeg presses upon her caller at part 
ing a dainty package of it, wrapped in decoratep 
rico paper and tied with bright ribbons. The 
kind here placarded itself as specially beucticial 
to “ patients of lang and indigestion, the effect 
much excellent; visitors should take some home 

. as one of Japanese presentof sweet.” It suited 
us to try it on the spot, and the atte dants 
served it on trays carved with scenes in the 
templed island from which we had come. Evon 
a dish so choice as de may not be eaten with- ; 
out the accompaniment of tea; and since the‘ 

‘ appetite for that beverage grows like the toper’s, 

we had occasion to refill the pot once when none 
of the grown attendants chanced to be near.

it might do more harm than good. So,asa rule, 
whetiever a foreign doctor is called in to altund 
to the sick, Chinese medicine igs taken instead ; 
the foreign doctor is told that the patient has 

ken his medicine when it has been thrown 
away. It is said that whi'e the lute Viceroy 
Tao Mu was under tbe madical treatment of a 
foreign doctor he had also, at tho instigation 
of his attendants, free Chinese doctors to 
atlend to him, who ia the sb-ence of the foreigu 
doctor had prescribel for his patient forty

Str.—May IT presume to address yon on 
tLo above, which is perhaps the most im- 
portant subject that can be submitted for 
public discussion at the present moment? 
‘She receat sudden cnrtailment of our water- 
supply has, if is n edless > say, caused 
mich inconvenience amongs! the poorer classes 
of the community, both Europeans and Chinese, 
Aud, strange as it may seem, although the 
reservoirs :ppear to be almost full. in spite 
of the Water Authority's announcament © that 
the maius below the level of Caine Road wonld 
be open daily from 6 ta 10 actock’a.m.,” very 
many streets in Chinatewn ara not abla to 
procure a drop of water through their honse 
servige. Manv having ta pry for w ter, tha 
quality of which is always unrelishle, ave 
alreasy beginning to feel the pinch of this extra 
charge on their raonthly salaries very severely. 
Tfouses iu tte Western District have even had 
their entire supply stopped, and now their 
tenin’s have fo obtain water from the street 
livdrants as their only s urce. It will be at 
once secn that such a sudden ch nge. with the 
increased cost of living, has cans2d consider. 
shle immediate distress amongst the iuhabit ints. 

It inay not he generally known that at the 
time the present Water Bill was Lefore the 
Legislative Council, during the third rea‘iug iu 
August last, thare was a feoliog of great 
useasiness amongst the Chinese cn account of 
the hardship which it was foreseen would 
necessarily result. When the Bill passed into 
lew, to occupiers of tenement honses it meant 
that all snch houses would have to rely entirely 
ou the s‘reet hydrants for their supply. In 
consequences of all this Messrs. Fung Wa Chiin 
and Ahmet Ramjabn were deputed by the 
Chines: Commercial Union to instruct Messrs. 
Johnson, Stok's and Master and Dr. Ho Kai 
to draw up a petition to be forwarded to 
the Secretary of State praying for the in- 
{roduction into the Colony of the Rider-m iu 
system as recommended by Mr. Chadwick in his 
report on the sanitary conditien of Hougkoug 
in April last. This petition, bearing the 
signatures of nearly ten thousaud Chiness, was 
duly forwarded to England. And it would 
now appeir that a telegram has late'y been 
received ia referencs to this petition by b.E. tho 
Governor, who in turn bas requested the Chiuese 
representatives in the Lezi-litice Council 
tu ascertain from the petitioners how it is 
proposed to defray the co:t of this new system. 
At the meeting of the (hivese Commercial 
Union t eld on Taoestay last, the Hon Dr. Ho Kai 
proposed that the sum of $30) be contributed hy 
each Chinese tenement-bouse towards the 
estimated outlay of introdn iog this Rid r-main 
system. The kon. gentleman further estimated 
that as there were about 6,000 Chinese tenement- 
houses the sum raised would reprasent abont 
$500.00), To this Mr. Abmet' Ramjabn diz. 
senfed and suggested as the fairest melhod 
that all houses shoald contribute pro-rate ou 
their assessmept value, in which case six months 
taxes extra would cover tha whole outlay. At 
a subsequent meeting beld on Friday last this 
p-oposition was adopted unanimonsly. 

Fer the information of the public it may ba 
as well to explain thit by the use of this Rider- 
main systam it is claimed that every house in 
the Colony would ba equally supplied with 
water, as distribution wonld be much more 
general and waste almost an imposzibili'y. 
European houses, particularly those supplied 
through meters, would ficd, especially in the 
direction of economy, that this pew system has 
every advantage io its favour. It is therefore 
to be hoped it may soon become an accomplished 
fact

Two very inferesting functions, which be r 
practical testimony to the increasing import- 
ance of tha Colony as a shipbuildiuy centre, 
took place on the 7th inst, when two 
gleamers, which have been cimstructed at 
Samshuipo, were snecessfally launched.

CRUELTY TO A SLAVE-GIRL. 


The case was resumed in which Tai Hing Ping 
and her hasband Mak Chuk Po were charged 
with cruelly ill-treating a slave-girl. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Ferrers, the child 
stated that if her mistress was sent to 
prison she would net go back to live with the 
male prisoner. While she was hanging by the 
wrist all night without her feet touch ng tLe 
ground she feit great pain, but d.d not cry out. 
The mun and woman were sleeping all night in 
the next cubicle. ‘Che woman was under the 
influer.ce of Chinese wine when she ill-treated 
her. &o far as she ({witness) knew, the 
male prisoner was not aware of thea woman's 
ill-treatment of her. J'e fied her up in this 
barbarous manner because it was said she had 
been in the street begging for money.. 

After other evidence, 

The jury returned a v rdict of guilty against 
the woman on four counts (she had pleaded 
guilfy ou the fifth) and of guilty against the 
man ou the first count. 

Ilis Lordship io pessing judgment said—Tai 
Hang Fing oud Mik Cheuk Po, The conduct 
of which the jury bave found you guilty is crnel 
and inhuman. 
Sam Chui Kam, some seven years ago in China 
(where such transaclions seem to be permitted) 
to become your servant girl. When her parents 
sold her, she was about six years of ago. You 
brought her here, end she remained in your 
hougeho'd for some five years without anything 
unusual occurring so far as we know. Lut for 
the last year or two she seems to ‘have been 
treated with the greatest cruelty. To think 
that on that little body. the doctor discovered, as 
he said, nearer two hundred than one hundred, 
scars and wounds, ard to think that you 
should have kept ker hing’ng-many hours 
by her wrists, which were tied behind her, 
and all tke weight of her body torturing 
her the white, is simply terrible. You, Mak 
Chuk Lo, tied her up like that, and, though 
the rest of the ill-treatment seems {o have been 
the woman's, you must bave been cognisaut of 
much of the bintaity inflictcd upon Ler. You, 
Tai Hang Ping, were found guilty of all the 
ce unts charged, except the fifth, to which you 
pleaded guilty. I sentence you to ten years’ 
imprisonment with ha d labour on cach of the 
first f. ur counts. and to two years’ hard labour 
on tke fifth count.

A considerabls 
qnantity of stuff was taken ont of the bui'ding, | 
ant some of the silk is only water damaged 
but after every tllowance has beon made for 
salvage, the proportion of Inss cannot fail to be 
very heivy. Th: alarm was turned in at 2.10 
on Sunday morning, (nt before either the 
Satsumactio brigade under Superintendent 
Morgiu or the Police brigade could reach the 
scene. tha flames were bursting from the roof 
and it was obvious tiat the building wa: doom- 
al. The delay in the discovery of the outbreak 
is due to the substantial character of the go- 
down, the walls and iron shutters of which kep§ 
the fire from bursting out at the sides, whils 
the contents, being compos:d of combustibles 
which burn quietly, nobedy passing the apot— 
a qniet one at best after nightfall—woula have 
been likely to notice auything dnriog the early 
stages of the fire. Both brigates got to work 
with eight jets, one from the steamer and seven 
from the liydrants, aud: as they were |nckily 
able to draw upon the Houmura Road: 8-inch 
main, the supply of water was unsually good. 
After four hours of work the surrounding 
property was out of d.inger from any spreal of 
the fllmes bat the skeleton of the godown, as 
it stauds, exposes persons and proporty iu the 
vicinity to a different kind of peril. The fire 
has barut away all the uprights, leaving the 
bricks merely on top of one another, so that a 
strong wind might lead to the collapse of the 
ruins like a pick of cards. The outer walls, 
with the excption of part of the third storey, 
ara all standing, and Mr. Morgin considers the 
circum -tance a remarkabl3 one. The cause of 
the fire is nukuown, but in Mr. Morg.n's 
opinion it o1izinated somewhere on the second 
floor.

JAPAN'S NAVAL EXTENSION. 


——————- (> —-——-—" 
Au inferesting article is published in tho Ji: 
on the much discussed question ‘of naval ex!en- 
sion. The extension of the Nivy, says tho 
Japanese jourval, wiich scheme was ombarkedl 
upon during the 29th fiscal year (1895-7) aud 
whioh was toextend to the 38th fiscal year (19.'5-6) 
at an estimated exp nditure of 213, 0U 010 yen, 
is now almost comple‘ed, an | the result is seen 
iu the number of new war-ships stativned along 
the coast of tha Empire. It is interesting to 
review the history of Japan's nasal growth et 
this juncture, when further ex‘éusion has been 
decided upon. The total auount voted for the 
extension in the first stage by the Diet in its 
ninth Session was 96.770," 00 yen, which was to 
ba spreal over a period of seven years. During 
the ensuing S:ss on the Government obtained 
a grant of a further sam of 112,986,093 yen fcr 
the extension in the sscond stage. This was 
amalgamated with the amount firat voted, 
making a total of 213,100,964 yen, and it was 
decided that the schome should be completed in 
ten years from the 29th fiscal year (1896-7). 
The details of the expenditure provided 
12,049,750 yen for the building of ships, 
66,927, '92 yen for armameats, and 99,125,497 
yen for the extension of the paval departments 
on shore. This large outlay has been chiefly 
appropriated for the constraction of ships aad 
the manufasture of armament, the work done 
on shore basing only ths establishment 
of the new Admiralty Port at Ma‘saru, with a 
slight extension of the existing Admiralty Port 
and other naval slations, whica cost only about 
0,125,497 yen. The vessels built in accordance 
with-the scheme are four bittle-ships, . six 
armoured first-class cruisers, three protected
